What more restrained, though he threatens 
post-war reprisals against the United States if 
Mr. Roosevelt continues to atlack the Axis. 
‘There is always one test of German reaction to 
Jany move that might be made against the Axis, 
fand that is that the more violent their abuse 
the more certain it is that they have been 
touched on the raw, and that they fear the 
leonsequences.

Chungking,’ a “willing 
tool” in the hands of third Powers, 
was golng rapidly down the “road 
to rain” 

‘The fact that Chungleing places 
faith in the continuation of the 
European war and the turbulent 
situation in the Pacifle to prolong its 
resistance, will not in any way checle 
the decline of the Chiang régime, he 
added.

With the capture of Berbera, ,capital of 
British Somaliland, by Imperial forces another 
nail has been driven into the coffin of the 
Ytalian Empire, and the minor reverse in- 
flicted upon the British last summer, when 
they were obliged to withdraw from the 
colony through Berbera, has been avenged. 
‘his success was apparently gained by a 
combined effort of the army and navy, for 
the capital was taken by a landing party, 
after the Talian defences had been adequate- 
ly dealt with, Italy's only remaining 
avenues to the sea from Abyssinia are vid 
‘Asmara and Massowa, and along the French 
controlled railway line to Djibuti, though, as 
the British Navy is in control of the sea, 
Ht does not appear that these avenues are 
of any great use to the Italians who will 
have to stand and fight, or surrender with~ 
out any opportunity of endeavouring to 
emulate the Allied feat at Dunkirk. ‘There is 
every reason to believe that the task of 
cleaning up the situation in north-east Africa 
is now only a’ question of time, and that, 
when that has been done, important bodies 
Of Imperial troops will be’ available for ser- 
viee in other theatres of war. 

‘The whole of the campaigns in Africa have 
clearly proved that the Italian command: 
‘entirely failed to perceive British intentions. 
‘Taken by surprise on the Egyptian-Libyan 
border the Ttalian armies collapsed with’ 
astonishing rapidity, not only because of the 
fighting quality of the Italians as opposed to 
the British and Dominion troops, but because 
of ,stiperlor equipment and the utilization 
‘of ‘powerful striking forces. In north-east 
Africa the Italians were again taken by sur~ 
prise. ‘They assumed that the British would 
not move until after the rains, say three 
‘months hence, and the opening of so many 
ines of offense, numbering well over a dozen, 
at a time when the Italians least expected it! 
fg rapidly freeing Abyssinia, restoring British 
Somaliland to ‘Great Britain, and leading to) 
Tlaly's loss of the remaining part of her 
much vaunted empire. 

If the reports that Britain has landed or 
$s landing between 100,000 and 150,000 men 
Greece are true the move can only have 
‘one meaning, ‘Phat is that the situation in 
‘Africa has improved to such an extent, and 
that future developments there are so cer 
fain, that substantial forces can now be sent 
to meet the Germans in the Balkans. Tt also 
‘means that there are already in the eastern 
Mediterranean adequate supplies to maintain 
‘such an expeditionary force, and considerable 
confidence that the British Navy will be! 
able to convoy further supplies in necessary 
quantities as they become necessary. Hitler 
in the Balkans failed to move with his usual 
swiftness, Nothing he did there in any way 
helped to relieve Italy of the enormous pres- 
sure which -British forces in Africa were 
exerting, and the landing of substantial forces 
in Greece will mean that that very gallant 
country will receive even more assistance: 
than she has been having up to the present, 
satisfactory as that has undoubtedly proved 
to her. 

‘As the weeks pass the world is seoing the 
gradual passage of the initiative into British 
hands, From the defensive which Britain 
was forced to adopt after’ the collapse of 
Franee, she is now changing over to the| 
offensive, and the various British adventures 
which have been undertaken axe promises 
that the future will see an even greater 
display of energy. It is now that the fruits 
‘of long months of patience are being gather- 
ed. Germany has been unable to do much 
damage from the air to Britain’s war in= 
dustries, ‘That is proved by the strength 
and equipment which it has been possible 
fo send overseas. To the British effort is now 
added all that wealth of industrial potential 
of which the United States is possessed, and 
whieh is being placed so generously at the 
disposal of Great Britain and her Allies. ‘The 
Malian menace in Afriea has practically been 
removed, and from a military point of view 
her continuance in the war can now have 
‘only a nuisance value. It will be remembered 
that at the end of last year it was stated that 
British feet were now placed upon the path 
to victory. Subsequent months have shown| 
that to be the case, and the future can be 
looked forward to with a quiet confidence 
as (0 the final outcome. 


























THE “SUBLIME ONE” 
‘March. 19. 

Dr. Frank, is the German Governor- 
General of Poland. What particular quali- 
fications’ he has for the position are not at 
present clear, though doubtless he secured 
the job because he was a staunch Nazi. 
Despite his servile adoration of Hitler, which 
‘amounts to worship, Dr. Frank apparently 
thought it was his duty in the middle of last 
December to deliver a Christmas message to 
Germans in Poland, when he addressed a 

ithering of representatives of m= 
fhent, the armed forces and_ the police 
together with some German families, in the 
course of which he delivered himself of the 
usual turgid Nazi nonsense. a good 
running start the worthy doctor declared 
“Once again we realize the meaning of the 
Christmas tree which... .brings us the sacred 
message that the German nation is called upon 
fo establish securely through Adolf Hitler's 
Victory, peace in Europe.” ‘The idea of Hitler 
posing as a prince of peace may sound queer 
to outside cars, but apparently the Germans 
ike such rubbish. Whether they do or do 
hot, the Governor-General of Poland save it 
to his hearers, 

‘Dr. Frank proceeded to tell his hearers of 
the German duty to hate, to remember the 
alleged Polish “atrocities,” after which he 
dwelt on the subject of war graves:— 

‘When remembering all these graves, it is 
Important that they should not inspire only 
‘mourning and grief. Rather are they a call 
to recognize that the highest good, the great 
est gift which Almighty God has given man 
is to be a German,...We are proud to master 
the world as Germans, where Adolf Hier 
‘has set up a Reich which reaches from the 
Allantic to the Bug, from the Pyrenees to 
the North Cape....Never before have we 
been $0 great and so exalted. 

Dr. Franck was merely crowing on the midden 
in Poland created by the ruthless barbarity 
of men who will readily appeal to the 
Almighty while secking almost in the same 
breath to deny him. 

‘That is what in fact the ineffable Dr. Frank 
‘goes on to do, for he dethrones the Divinity, 
and places his Fuhrer in his place:— 

‘This belief in the Fuhrer is ... the most 
sacred thought of our present celebration. 
He the solitary Sublime One, he Is incom- 
parably great in his uniqueness, Thus he 
watches over German life, He, Adolf Hitler, 
‘emerged from the depths of the people, To- 
day he is called upon to be the leader of 
the world, unhampered by anyone. It is he 
who again made the German light to shine 

“Adolf Hitler stands before the world as 

1¢ realest war lord of history. 

It is somewhat of a pity from the Nazi point 
of view thatthe speaker allowed himself to 
be carried away with the fervour of his 
eloquerice, for he has accomplished the by 
no means unusual Nazi feat of dropping a 
good-sized brick. He boasts that the “Sublime 
One” “emerged from the depths of the 
people,” or, perhaps, more bluntly put, from 
the dregs of humanity. It is surely an irony 
of fate that the untalented artist, the in- 
eficient house painter should be dominating 
millions of Germans und leading them to 
destruction, but it has only been possible by 
the exercise of a wickedness unparalleled in 
the history of the world 

It fs highly significant that according to 
reports to hand the speech was received in 
complete silence, there being no applause 
during or after its delivery. Perhaps his 
hearers were merely bored,—for there are 
still some intelligent people remaining 
umongst the Germans. Perhaps they were 
‘aghast at Dr. Frank's blasphemous claim of 
divinity for Hitler, or maybe they simply 
thought it was silly. That Hitler is inspired 
can readily be accepted. Tt is not by any- 
thing holy, but by a wicked fanaticism which 
has brought death and destruction, to millions 
‘of people, and which continues to bring death 
and suffering to millions more. Tf there is 
anything sublime aout him it is the sublimity 
of evil, that evil which would scek to deny all 
that is good in the world and elevate exime 
to the position of the highest religious 
philosophy. Dr. Frank, unconsciously with- 
‘out a doubt, makes it quite plain why this 
struggle can only end in defeat of Hitler 
and his accomplices. ‘There can be no com- 
promise between the forces of good or evil. 
‘One or the other has to go. The forces of 
good have now rallied to the common 
standard, and the time will come when this 
anti-Christ will be torn down from his high 
office, and the world at large, and the Ger- 
man ‘people themselves redeemed from the 
bondage of sin. 





























THE THREAT TO GREECE 

March. 20. 
‘That a erisis between Greece and Germany: 
is imminent is apparent from the conduct of| 
the well disciplined German Press which is 
already commencing to tune up its hymn of] 
hate, in precisely the same manner as it has] 
heralded other German offensives. In Berlin| 
itis understood In official cireles that the’ 
relations between the two countries cannot| 
now be regarded as normal, and a diplomatic’ 
breach is, expected at any moment. The| 
wonder is that it has not already occurred, 
‘and that Germany has not already struck! 
‘at Greece from Bulgaria. But it is clear from| 








the German-Yugoslav negotiations, in which 
the latler is proving not quite so amenable 
as Hitler would desire, that the reason why. 
Germany has not struck, is because of poor 
communications in the Balkans and the urgent 
necessity for obtaining passage across Yugo- 
slavia, if not of armies, at Ieast of Germans 
‘who may be wounded in the fighting which 
is expected. Communications itcross Bulgaria 
fare probably sufficient to maintain the Ger- 
‘man forces adequately supplied, but the few 
routes would be likely to become much con- 
gested if they were cbliged to handle the 
two-way trafle. which . would become 
necessary. 

Hitler would dearly like to invade Greece 
‘through Yugoslavia if that were at all pos- 
sible, for a movement down the Vardar Valley. 
towards Salonika is even more attractive than 
a similar endeavour down the Struma Valley 
to the Gulf of Rendina on which there are 
not the same harbour facilities as are provided 
by Salonika. It will be remembered that 
General Metaxas was responsible for the 
creation of two lines of fortifications in 
Greece, one stretching from Yannina to 
Florina and the other roughly running par- 
allel to the Greco-Bulgarian border. Owing 
to what has happened since the war began, 
some doubt has been expressed as to the 
value of these permanent fortifications. 
Nevertheless that doubt has not yet been 
completely resolved. It is idle to regard the 
fate of the Maginot line as the last word on 
the subject, for those fortifications were never 
really availed of as their creator expected 
they would be, and it is possible that the| 
Metaxas Line, manned by such daring and 
willing fighters as the Greeks have proved 
themselves to be, might prove a very real 
obstacle to German progress. 

With the exception of the Vardar ‘and 
Struma Valleys, the terrain over which the 
Germans are expected to move in an invasion. 
of Greece is rough, almost as rough as that 
in Albania. Certainly it is something very 
different from the Low Countries, which were 
admirably adapted for mechanized forces, and. 
there is a distinct possibility that the Ger- 
‘mans will find themselves faced with practic- 
ally the same problems as the Italians were 
in Albania. That the fighting qualities of 
‘the German troops will be much superior to 
that of the Ttalians may be taken for granted, 
but the Greeks with British assistance, which 
judging from persistent reports is already on 
‘the spot, ought to be able to give a g 
account of themselves and frustrate Hitler's 

tempt to reach the Mediterranean, 


What Hitler is in search of, with regard 
to the negotiations with Yugoslavia, is to 
make sure of his line of retreat, Should 
Britain be able to: carry the war to him 
in the Balkans, as it is hoped she will, sub- 
stantial German forces would find it very 
difficult indeed to withdraw were a route 
not available through Yugoslavia. For this) 
reason it may still be expected that overt 
action against Greece will not _oceur| 
until Hitler has made himsolf quite certain 
of the Yugoslav attitude and of the possibility 
of being able to retreat through Yugoslavia 
should that become necessary. ‘That has been 
responsible for the rather more gentle manner 
in which Hitler has negotiated with ‘the 
Yugoslavs. He is out to secure, if possible, 
a maximum of advantage with'a minimum. 
of friction, but he is nevertheless faced with 
the fact that the Yugoslavs are jealous of| 
thelr independence, and are not prepared 
supinely {0 surrender in the way other. 
Balkan Stales have done. With an army of 
‘one million men in wartime, Yugoslavia is in

FOOD FOR FRANCE 
March. 20. 

Lord Halifax, the British Ambassador in’ 
the United Staies, has announced that ccr- 
tain imports of food to unoccupied France 
will be permitted {0 get through the British 
blockade, on the condition, which has appar= 
ently been uarantecd by the American 
Government, that the Germans are not bene- 
filled, either directly or indirectly, thereby. 
At first sight it may be difficult to see how’ 
‘any food imported into areas over which the 
Germans exercise control—and unoccupied 
France must be included in these areas-—can 
fail to assist the Germans in weakening the 
blockade. But if the American Red Cross, an 
‘organization which is thoroughly well ‘in-| 
structed in the distribution of relief, believes 
that it can allocate the supplies which Britain 
will allow to get through in a manner which 
will not hinder Britain's war effort, then at 
least it is worth while letting them make the 
attempt. If it is subsequently proved that 
the supplies are helping the Germans, the 
decision may be revised, and the ‘total 
blockade be reimposctl. 

‘Admiral Darlan’s announcement to the press 
that it was possible that the Vichy Govern- 
ment would order the French fleet to convoy| 
supplies to unoccupied France through the| 
British blockade is another unfortunate proof| 
of the extent {o which the German domina-

It is reported 
without any possibility of truthful contra- 
diction that some of these factories are turn- 

ing out tools and aeroplane parts for the 
Germans, thus defnitely assisting them to 
resist the British counter-offensive. It is 
Known for certain that the Germans have 
taken one million tons cf wheat from occupied 
France'for the feeding of the peoples within 
the Reich. Of this enormous total they have 
returned about two million quintals, and have 
taken considerable credit to themselves for 
their generosity. Since unoccupied France 
depends largely for its supply of wheat upon 
‘occupied France, the shortage in the former 
‘area can be directly attributable to the Nazis. 

All their talk of starving women and chil- 
aren, therefore, rebounds on to their own 
heads. It is also known beyond a shadow 
of contradiction that Axis armistice commis~ 
sions are commandeering supplies which are 
being landed at Marseilles from French 
Africa, and railroading them direct to Nazi 
territories. ‘These acts the Vichy Government 
has been unable to resist; and so long as 
the conditions under which Britain has per- 
mitted supplies to go through are unknown, 
it is impossible to say how this kind of 

‘That Britain has 
agreed to let the supplies through can be 
taken as, evidence enough that an effective’ 
plan has been devised, with the co-operation 
of the United States, to make sure that the 
Germans benefit as’ little as possible, 














GERMAN PILLAGE 
March. 21. 


If any proof were wanted that Germany 
embarked upon this present war for the 
purposes of revenge and plunder, surely the 
figures revealed by Mr, R. A. Buller, Under: 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, relative to the 
manner in which Germany is muleting the 
‘occupied countries would be sufficient. Noth 
ing more predatory has ever been witnessed 
before, and while the Germans complained 
Ditterly of the reparations insisted upon at 
he conclusion of the last war, they are light 
compared with what they are exacting trom 
the nations under their brutal oppression. 
Exclusive of indirect losses to occupied ter- 
ritories German depredation reaches an 
annual total of £1,160,000,000. It is, im= 
ssible to estimate the amount of the indirect 
losses inflicted upon them, but that they are 
proportionately heavy may be taken for 
granted. ‘The cash burden is suid to be no 
less than’ £1,050,000,000 in addition to which 
there are obligations imposed upon them in 
kkind, "When the manner in which the Low 
Countries and France were pillaged of, thelr 
harvests last year is remembered, it is clear 
that wholly tinjustifiable burdens have been 
placed on the shoulders of their suffering 
people. 

Norway is forced to pay an amount equal 
to £25 a head, the heaviest impost inflicted 
upon any, being £5 more than that exacted 
from France. In addition the Germans have 
not hesitated {0 destroy an important Nor- 
wegian fishing centre in revenge for the 
British raid on Lofoten, depriving Norwegians 
fas well as themselves of the fish which were 
‘obtained in large quantities. Denmark which 
offered no resistance {0 the German invasion 
hhas been denuded of much of her cattle, ete, 
and her dairy-farming is now at the lowest 
possible ebb, In Belgium the same rate is 
being paid. Holland escapes somewhat 
lighter, but fo that fact must be added that 
she too has had to yield foodstuffs which she 
sadly needs herself to satisfy German vora- 
clousness. 

The figures which Mr, Butler quoted di 
not include the amounts Germany is wresting 
from Poland, Czechoslovakia, Rumania and 
Bulgaria. The two first are suffering the lot 
of the conquered. The last two are 
undoubtedly paying for the high privilege ot 
having surrendered their nation-hood to the 
‘Nazis. Apart from these outrageous levies 
upon the occupied countries, it has been 
clearly stated that it is the intention of Hitler 
‘and his gang to subordinate the economic 
structures of all of them to German needs,

THE MURDER FEUD 
March. 24. 
It is surely about time that those respon- 
sible for the prosecution of terroristic activi~ 
ties in Shanghai came to realize the utter 
futility of their behaviour, and put a stop 
to it. On Friday, Ler Tien-chuen of the 
Central Reserve Bank was murdered. His 

















connection with the new banking institution 
clearly suggests that this crime is in line 
‘with other attempts which have been made 
‘upon its personnel and must be attributed to 
those who are opposed to the formation of 
this bank.. This was swiftly followed at 12.30 
‘am, on Saturday by the killing of five and 
the wounding of six employees of the Far- 
mers’ Bank, Simultaneously a band said to 
Ihave consisted of Chinese, and Japanese 
‘gendarmes descended upon the dormitory of 
the Bank of China and carried off over one 
hundred sleeping employees to an_unascer- 
tained destination, where it is believed they 
are to be held as hostages against any fur- 
ther acts of terrorism. These two crimes by 
far surpass in seriousness anything which has 
been perpetrated up to the present, and pro- 
‘vide the completest proof, if such were ever 
necessary, of the fact that the time has come 
for all parties engaged in this stupid business 
to put a stop-to it. 

For 2 while, after the Chinese National 
Government's ‘armies withdrew from the 
‘Shanghai area, it was possible to preserve 
‘some degree of law and order, chiefly because 
‘of a general desire to maintain neutrality in 
Shanghai. Unfortunately that state of affairs 
‘was not to last long, and for nearly three 
years a war of assassination and counter- 
assassination has been carried on, which has 
become all the more intensified since the 
establishment of the Government at Nanking. 
Tt is unnecessary to seek to discover which 
side first started these terroristic tactics, for 
Whoever commenced it is in fact no more 
guilly than those who have carried the feud 
‘on. What appears to be lost sight of is that 
whether the two Governments at present in 
existence in China are actually responsible for 
what Is going on or not, there is little doubt 
that they are making no attempts to end this 
lawlessness, and are open to the suspicion 
that they are actually furthering it, 

If that is the case then the seriousness of 
the situation cannot be over-emphasized. It 
is surely the duty of every Government to 
do everything in its power to secure, and 
maintain Jaw and order. A Government 
which does not do so is not worthy of the 
name, for it fails in its prime function and 
resorts to thuggery which it is its bounden 
duly to suppress. ‘The murder of the em- 
ployee of the Central Reserve Bank is equal- 
ly condemnable with the slaying of the men 
attached to the Farmers’ Bank, and between 
the two crimes there is not a pin to choose. 
Why is it that humble employees whose only 
fault is that they happen to be working for 
Institutions, of which someone or other dis- 
‘approves, must be slain in this manner? Ap- 
parently it is in order either to obtain re- 
venge, or to prevent the organizations em- 
ploying them from carrying on their busi- 
nesses, There is no earthly justification for 
what is going on and this war of terrorism 
reflects the greatest discredit upon those 
who by a single word could stop it. 

‘That. applies with equal force to Chung- 
king and Nanking. If the past three years 
have taught them anything at all, it must 
surely have been that assassination as a 
political weapon achieves no results save the 
death of a few men unfortunate to encoun- 
ter the assassin's bullet. The murder of 
political figures has not prevented successors 
taking thelr place. It may be said of them 
that the positions they occupy attract the 
attention of the murderer, but surely that is) 
no reason why lesser figures such as clerks 
in Chinese banks should be slain, or held as 
hostages which means that should this ter- 
rorism continue they will be made to pay the 
price. It is about time those responsible for 
this feud should call it off. It is leading 
nowhere. It involves the slaying of many 
innocent people and reflects the greatest dis- 
eredit upon men whose duty it is to govern 
as civilized people expect them to govern, for 
the big danger is that if it is allowed to 
continue, whichever Government eventually 
obtains control of China will have the utmost 
difficulty in suppressing an evil for which it 
may have been responsible. 








YUGOSLAV CRISIS 
March. 24. 

‘The political crisis which has arisen in 
‘Yugoslavia in connection with the endeavours. 
of the Germans to persuade the government 
‘of that nation to enter the Tri-partite Alliance 
is naturally attracting the attention of 
the whole world. It is clear that Yugo- 
slavia has presented Hitler with greater 
difficulties than any other Balkan state with. 
which he has had dealings. If all reports 
to hand are correct he has been obliged to 
devise a compromise, which will apparently 
‘exclude the possibility of German troops oc- 
cupying Yugoslav soil, though it is reporled 
that it will provide wide transport conces- 

ns, such as the transport of war material 
‘and hospital trains. ‘The compromise which 
Hitler is thus apparently obliged to accept 
‘suggests that the Germans may attack Greece 
out of Bulgaria driving south-west along the 
Greco-Yugoslay border, when they would 
then “be able to avail themselves of the 
‘Yugoslav communications which are in a far 
better condition than those of Bulgaria. Thus 
‘a much shorter route for supplies to the Ger- 








man army operating against the Greeks 
would be obtained. 
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But it is not going to be quite so simple . 
as all that. Should Yugoslavia sign the pro- 
posed compromise she will definitely have 
departed from her neutrality, and will have 
‘admitted enemy war stores to the use of her 
roads and railways which will give Great 
Britain and her Allies the right to attack 
them wherever they may be found. Tt is not 
to be thought for, one moment that they will 
permit the passage of these goods through 
‘Yugoslavia without endeavouring to interfere 
with them, and the conclusion to be drawn 
is that, much as the Yugoslav people may 
dislike’the idea of entering this war, their 
country will become involved in the struggle 
which is toward in the Balkans, Even though 
that section of the Yugoslav Cabinet ‘which 
hhas secured these concessions from Hitler, is 
now in favour of signing an agreement, the 
fact that certain ministers have resigned in 
protest at the decision indicates how sharply 
divided Yugoslav opinion is on the whole 
matter. 

‘There cannot be the slightest doubt that 
‘any understanding with Germany is highly 
distasteful to the majorily of Yugoslavs. 
‘There are many, probably an overwhelming. 
number who would rather fight than yield 
to the German demands, but the plain fact 
is that a section of the Cabinet may yet sell 
the country into German hands. And what 
are they likely to get for it? If as it is 
reported Hitler has guarantéed Yugoslavia's 
territorial integrity, then Bulgaria and Hun- 
gary will be forced to give up thelr revisionist 
claims, which means that as an expedient 
Hitler has again betrayed those two coun- 
‘ries, in exactly the same way as he sought 
to betray Italy in connection with the de~ 
mands he wished the Petain Government to 
accept two or three months ago. The pusil- 
Janimous section of the Yugoslav Cabinet has 
been enticed by the promise of an outlet on 
the Aegean Sea in the event of Germany 
winning the war. ‘There is no guarantee that 
that promise will be Kept. Hitler is forced 
now to enter into all manner of undertakings 
with people, who, despite all that has hap- 
ened, still ‘have ‘a pathetic belief that this 
‘man whose whole political structure is found~ 
ed on a lie, whose chief diplomatic weapon 
has been dishonour, will by some miraculous 
change of form ultimately honour his engage- 
ments. 

‘What is even more tragic is the knowledge 
that Yugoslavia may be betrayed by one 
man. ‘The Prime Minister is neutral towards 
the “German proposals. Of the six men 
forming the Government group, one supports 
them, two oppose them, and ‘three remain 
neutral, ‘That view coming from Belgrade 
is modified by the story from New ‘York to, 
the effect that three Cabinet Ministers have 
resigned because of thelr opposition to any 
plans for closer relations with Germany, but 
it is quite plain that at the moment there 
{is only a minority of one in the Cabinet in 

wvour of accepting German proposals, Added 
to that fact is the knowledge that Opposition 
Yeaders are unanimously opposed to accept- 
ance of the German terms, If then the 
Government does come to some such arrange~ 
‘ment as is reported, it will follow that it will 
hhave acted completely contrary to the coun= 
try's wishes, and will have made it an un= 
willing partner to an arrangement which 
cannot in the circumstances be regarded as 
anything but iniquitious. Tt will, therefore, 
remain to be seen whether the Government 
will be able to carry out another of the Axis 
demands, namely, to repress all domestic in 
fluences ‘hostile to it. If it cannot do that 
an excuse will always be ready for the Ger- 
man forees to move into the country when- 
‘ever Hitler deems the occasion ripe, ‘The 
policy of penetration by fraud is now being 
used in preparation for ultimate subjection 
of the country by force. 

















THE GLORY OF GREECE 
March, 25. 

‘One hundred and twenty years ago today 
the Greeks took up arms to fight for thelr 
independence and freedom and after a long 
struggle thoy secured it, In this year of * 
grace they are fighting for the same things: 
‘They aye fighting with a determination which 
‘has earned for them the plaudits of the whole 
‘world, save perhaps, the dictator Powers, one 
of which, believing it would be easy to 
swallow ‘Greece, 50 treacherously attacked 
her last year. The Greeks not too well 
‘equipped for winter fighting cagerly re~ 
sponded to the challenge, drove the Italians 
‘out of that part of Greece which they suc~ 
ceeded in invading, chased them well into 
Albania, and inflicted severe defeats upon 
them contrary to everything which Mussolini 
‘expected, For sheer bravery, and dogged 
determination the Greeks have surpassed 
themselves. They stand as a model to all 
nations who hold honour dearer than servile 
peace, and ag a lasting reproach to those 
larger countries which have allowed them- 
selves to be cowed and broken by threats of 
invasion. 

It is no longer fitting to speak of the glory 
that was Greece, but more appropriate to 
think of the glory that 1s Greece for its 
people are fighting with precisely the same 
couraste which marked some of the wars of 














their carly history which have long since 
passed into tradition. ‘This race of warriors 
who asked for nothing more than to be allow- 
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ed to follow the pursuits of peace has been 

Feborn (0 a new greatness, thanks to the late 

General Metaxas whose foresight led him to 

prepare his country for such a struggle as! 

that which has now been forced upon it. “His 
untimely death was undoubtedly a sad blow 

{0 the nation he loved, but he had at least 

the. satisfaction of knowing before he died 

that his estimate of his people's will to defend 
“ {hemselves was an accurate one, and that the 
Greeks are no effete nation but a race of 
virile. people, who, fighting against heavy 
odds, have been able to vindicate their hon~ 
our in manner which eannot but arouse the 
freatest enthusiasm. 

Tin the correspondence columns today will 
be found extracts from the letter of a Shang 
hal lady, living in. Athens, giving some 
account’ of the appalling conditions under 
‘which the Greek soldiers have been demon- 
strating their bravery. It is a painful story 
which indicates the sublimity of the heroism 
with whieh the Greeks are fighting for their 
Independence. Britons who read it, emnot but 
feel proud of the privilege which’ the British 
forces possess of being able to fight by the 
side of such men. And the people of the! 
United States ‘which has extended ald to 
Greece as well as Great Britain and her other 
allies must undoubtedly feel gratified that 
their Government made the decisions which 
‘make such assistance possible. It may very 
well be that this David will have proved in 
the Yong run to have brought about the final 
destruction of the Axis Goliath.” What then 
will those other nations, which have sold 
thelr freedom and independence to Hitler be 
‘cause of fear, think of the Greeks who chose 
the nobler road? 

From time to time subscription lists have 
‘been. published including donations. to. the: 
Greek Red Cross. Tt is fully realized that 
the demands which are being made upon 
the pockets of those supporting the various 
British war funds are indeed heavy, but may 
It not be possible as a gesture to’ the local 
Greek community to spare something which 
‘could go to relieve the sufferings of those 
brave men who have been fighting nature as 
well as the Italians and doing so splendidly? 
Tt was possible last year to do something for 
the ivas whose intrepdily was also an in- 
splratfon to the world, and if the community 
+ of Canghai could do something for the 

Greeks, it would at Teast mark the admi 
tion in which they are held. For the rest 
‘Greece is fighting for that freedom for which 
‘her sons laid down their lives one hundred 
‘and twenty years ago. On this their national 
day the hearts of ali those, who hold dear 
the hardly acquired rights of man, will go 
‘out fo the sturdy little nation which refused 
to be intimidated, and is exchanging blows 
witha much larger country very much to 
the latter's discomfort. And the hope, nay, 
the certainty is expressed that their struggle 
will not be: in vain, but that Greece will 
maintain her freedom in the greater glory 
which is hers, 














POST-WAR ORGANIZATION 
March, 25. 

‘The demands of a total war have brought 
about what fs little Jess than a revolution 
in British industry. ‘This revolution js some- 
what more drastic than anything which fol- 
Jowed Marshal Goering's declaration in Ger~ 
‘many that “guns were better than butter”; 
since German industry had never, even after 
the catastrophic defeat of 1918, been really 
geared into peace rather than war production. 
German industry had been modelled on a 
pattern which always had an ultimate war in 
mind, whereas Britain, the first to experience 
the industrial revolution, as it was called, 
developed from a mildly’ artisan nation into 
the steam and metal producers of the later 
nineteenth century by a succession of what 
might appear to the rest of the world as 
happy, or unhappy, accidents. ‘There was 
ile, if any, planning. ‘The result was that 
when competition arose in a serious form, 
and other countries, taking advantage of the 
mistakes they had ‘observed in the gradual 
British evolution into industrialism, improved 
‘on the British system, Britain looked as if she 
would be left far behind. In Germany, in 
particular, industrialization was planned. 
And it was planned with the object in view 
of ultimately having to battle against Britain's 
system. As a result it was more efficient in 
management, though less effective in many 
other things, among them the supply of 
‘materials for’ manufacture. 

‘When the Nazis came into power they re- 
alised that the easiest way by which they 
could obtain materials for” manufacture was 
by fighting for them, It was a long way 
round to compete in world markets with a 
nation or nations—for by that time the United 
States and Japan were serious industrial 
rivals—for a supply of the essentials to keep 
thousands of factories busy. So the German 
Industrial potential was turned to war. Herr 
Hitler and his satellites preached racial 
doctrines—which would not hold water even 
by German scientific standards—and deel 
ed that the Germans needed living room, 
though they had plenty; but the, ultimate 
object of all this agitation was not to give 
every German “two aeres and a cow,” but 
fo ensure that Germany had a monopoly of 
the world’s raw materials, so that other in- 
dustrial nations were reduced (o tilling their 
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upon their surpluses. ‘The Germans also 
evolved an economic system in which the 
basic currency was not gold or any other 
form of money, but was labour. Germans 
‘were encouraged to work and work and work, 
because the value of their labour was beiter, 
so it was said, than the value of the gold 
they might have been paid for it, had the 
Reich had the necessary bullion. From these 
two ideas—that the Reich had some divine 
Fight to monopolize the world’s resources of 
raw materials, and that work was the cri- 
terion on which the “new order” was to be 
built—have been born influences which must 
have a great effect“upon shaping the world 
that fs to come. For at least one of these 
ideas is worthy of consideration. 

‘The idea behind socialism, as it is under- 
stood in all countries outside Germany und 
possibly Japan, is to enable the worker to 
exploit his leisure hours to his best ad- 
vantage, as opposed to the old idea that 
the employer may. exploit the workers’ work- 
ing hours to his advantage. The Nazis, with 
their conception of the total state, reached 
‘a compromise between these two objectives 
in that the employer and the worker could 
bbe exploited to the State's advantage, leaving 
it to the state to decide whether these ad- 
vantages could be obtained best by peace 
or war, ‘The frame of mind of the Nazis 
inclined towards war. It seemed to be the 
short cut to prosperity. How great, their 
mistake will prove to be has yet to be shown; 
but there are nevertheless clear indications 
that war will not be a short cut {0 prosperity, 
but an easy road to ruin. 

‘With these points in view it is interesting 
to note that the main leader in the planning 
of a new world in Britain is Mr. Arthur 
Greenwood, a member of the British War 
Cabinet. Mr, Greenwood is a member of 
the Labour Party, a socialist. “His ideas are 
not bound by the national boundaries of the 
Empire. ‘The Labour Party in Britain before 
the war, and indeed before the coalition with 
the Conservatives and Liberals under Mr. 
Churchill, based its plans for the future upon 
fa broad Internationalism—too broad for many 
of the Conservatives to stomach. The idealism 
behind the conception was admitted to be 
admirable; but many thought it went too 
far and could not be realised. And it is quite 
possible that this opinion would still pre- 
dominate if Hitler had not exploded many 
preconceived notions at the same time as he 
Glew up the Guildhall, St. Bride's Church, 
Coventry Cathedral, and thousands of work- 
ing elass homes. These explosions have not 
only changed the views of many of the Con- 
servatives of Britain; they have exploded 
many of the ideas of the internationalists as 
well. There can be no doubt at all that the 
new world which will be built upon the 
wreckage after the victory of the democracies 
will not be founded upon any of the old 
conceptions. ‘The foundations will be laid 
upon something altogether new.

The twelve islands 
‘which make up the group are not large, ‘com- 
prising only 1,035 square miles’ between them, 
Of this territory the island of Rhodes. is by 
far the largest, accounting for S45 square miles, 
‘and having ‘a' population of 62,000\out of an 
estimated total of 141,000 for all the islands. 
Before the Italians {cok control of the islands 
{in 1912, thelr population was very much larger, 
‘owing to persecution of the Greek inhabit 
fants, there was a large excursion of Greeks 
from the islands, while there was not a corres- 
ponding influx of Talian immigrants to take 
{thelr place. The Dodecanese Islands have been 
famous in Greek history since Homer wrote 
and sang of their achievements “in the eam. 
aign of Troy. The Island of Rhodes once pos- 
[sessed no fewer than 3,000 statues in the classic 
[Greek model, the mast famous of which is the

Laocoon, which is now in the Vatlean. In the 
iddand of Cos, Hippocrates established the first 
school of medicine. In Patmos, another of the 
group, St. John the Divine wrote the Book of 
the Revelations. The islands are of importance 
in this war,more for thelr strategie qualities 
than anything else. They have few natural ve- 
sources. They have provided shell and other 
fish for their neighbours, and one of them ix 
noted for the flavour of its wines which, It i 
claimed, can become a valuable digestive when 
mixed ‘with seawater. From 1523. until. 1912 
they were under the domination of the Turks. 
but in 1912 the Italians took them over. At that 
time General Ameglio, who ‘commanded the 
occupying forces, declared: “We arg only oc- 
cupying your islands provisionally, and” yoo 
can believe my words as you can believe ‘the 
Gospel.” Since in 1941 ‘Ttaly’ still remains in 
precarious . control of the islands, General 
Ameglio can be said to be a forerunner of the 
Fascist and Nazi aggressors ‘of today.

Jess gs any of theits. The time has come, hov- 
ever, when the world must watelr what he 
pens to these islands in the near future. Tt ts 
fo be doubted whether the British and the 
Grecks. 10 say nothing of the Turks, 
who ‘sre’ also Vitally” Interested, will 
permit ‘them to remain under’ Malian ‘control. 
If news were to come: tomorrow that major 
‘operations have been begun against these is- 
ands it would occasion no surprise. ‘Their 
ultimate future will probably ‘be decided in 
friendly discussions between the Greeks and 
the Turks.

Since the evacuation of the Japan- 
ese armed forces at the end of 
October thousands of Chinese civi- 
Vans have been gradually finding 
their way back to their deserted 
dwellings.

‘Meanwhile, in various districts 


‘throughout the province, the export 
of rice is forbidden. ‘The grain may 
be carried out from country places 
‘and brought by native Junk down the 
smaller rivers to the large maris 
below, but must not be transported 
further without a special permit from 
the authorities who have this matter 
in-charge. ‘This new legislation is at 
once seriously affecting the price of 
rice in various districts and is bound 
to work a great hardship to thou- 
sands ot the poorer and middle 
classes, who even now, are at wit's 
end trying to devise means to keep 
‘the hungry wolf from the door. 


Bombing in Western Kwangsi 

Although Japanese troops have 
completely evacuated the province

short time ago Tsingsi, situated in 
the farther west of the province, was 
visited by a Ione plane. After con~ 
siderable reconnoitring bombs. were| 
dropped on military barracks, result 
Ing in. the destruction of part of the 
building and the klling of one of- 
cer and the injuring of two others, 
‘Ample warning had been given that 
planes were approaching, but as there 
hhad not been any bombing for a long 
time the soldiers pald little attention 
luntil the noise of the plane was heard 
and then it was too late for all to 
reach hiding places. 

In spite of occasional bombings 
however, it is rumoured that the air 
Mold in Wuehow is again to be opened 
‘and planes flying from Hongkong to 
Chungking are to make Wuchow a 
regular slop.

President of ihe University, an old 
friend and fellow-student’ of Dr, 
Heeren. Dr. R. J, MeCandliss sang 
"Crossing the Bar” and Prof, Chan 
HLiehih,~ an erstwhile student of 
Jdcceased and for many years a fcl- 
flow-worker at Cheeloo, gave a 
[memorial address in Chinese, 

‘With much training behind him, 
Dr. Heeren was well fitted for a posi 
tion at Cheeloo University, to which 
fhe. was appointed shortly after 
Feaching China in 1911, "During his 
{time in Cheeloo he built up a well- 
Jorganized Department of | History 
Jand Social Science; training his own 
assistants and, with their help, pre- 
paring up-to-date material fof ‘stu 
dents" use, 





Prolific Writer 


He contributed to many periodicals 
jin China and abroad, besides col- 

borating with Prof, L. C, Chang in 
rodueing “A History of the Far 
East” in Chinese, a two-volume 
“Outline Atlas of Far Eastern Hi 
tory" (Chinese and English), and * 
Source Book on Sino-Foreign Rela- 
tions” (Chinese), 

‘As a member of the American Pres- 
fbyterian Mission (North) Dr, Heeren 
}was in touch with the progress of 
the Chinese church, so it seemed 
natural that he should be requested 
fo undertake the task of preparing 
a history of that mission's work in 
/Shantung, This book, the outcome 
‘of the 75th anniversary celebrations, 
has recently been published under 
the title of “On the Shantung Front”, 
and is wellaspoken of by reviewers 
in religious and missionary quarters. 
_ The Rotary movement was another 
[ot Dr. Heeren’s interests, With his 
keen desire to forward mutual un- 
derstanding between people of all 
nations and types, he felt that Rotary 
jcould play an important part, For 
several years he served the ‘Tsinan 
Rotarians as their secretary, 

Tn 1012 he married Miss Edith 
|Weeks, a member of the English 
Baptist Mission. Mrs, Heeren left 
[China with her husband nearly two 
[years ago. ‘They travelled via Europe 
lin order that Dr, Heeren might soe 
fat first hand the ‘new conditions in 
totalitarian countries. It was hoped 
that they would return to Tsinan 
after a normal furlough year, but ill 
health and political upsets niade that 
‘impossible,

“Immediately after the explosion 
which took us completely by surprise, 
we closed the gates to see whether 
fof not bomb tossers would run out.

We there- 
fore thought that the bomb must have 
been placed inside the building some 
time before it exploded.” In these 
words one of the bank's watchmer 
told of what he knew of ihe origi 
of fhe incident.

Great Difficulties Placed in Way of Traders in 
China by Japanese Restrictions, Says Report 


Shanghai, Mar. 21. 


HB committee of the Shanghai General.Chamber of Commerce 
has issued its report for 1940, and deals comprehensively with 


the situation which existed in this city last year. 


‘The report is 


of particular interest in that its views are subscribed to by mem~ 
‘bers of 15 nationalities, ‘including ‘Japanese. The report opens 
“with a general discussion of important events in China in the 
past year, and goes on to especially mention conditions in Shanghai. 


“The Nanking Government headed 
by Mr, Wang Ching-wel was formally 
installed during the latter part of 
1040 and on November 28, 1940, Mr, 
‘Wang Ching-wel was made President 
by an. act of the Central Political 
Political Counell, and on November 30 
hho and Gen, 8." Abe signed a treaty 
of “Basic, Relations” between the 
Nanking Government and Japan, The 
signing took place at Nanking and 
later a triple declaration of mutual 
recognition between Japan, China 
‘and "Manchouluo was signed, The 
foffleials of the new regime assumed 
control of the two Chinese Law 
Courts in the French Concession, 
Shanghai. ie, the Third Branch 
Klangeu High ‘Court and the Second 
‘Special District Court, following an 
Agreement between the local French 
authorities and the Japanese, 

“The Nanking regime had previous 
ly announced that any decisions is 
sued by these two courts and the 
First Special District Court of Shang~ 
hal (nternational Settlement) would 
not be recognized by them and that. 
the only legal Courts were those In- 
sugurated by the Nanking Govern- 
ment in Nantao, ete, 

“Early in January i941 the premises 
fon the Bund formerly oceupled by 
the Central Banke of China, and tat- 
erly as a Municipal Council Schoot 
for Chinese, were taken over by 
offleiais of the new regime and a 
branch of the new Central Reserve 
Bank of the Nanking Government ws 
‘opened there, 


DiMeult Situation 


"By obtaining control of the Chinese 
District Courts of Law within the 
French Concession, and by the epen- 
{ng of the New Cehtral Reserve Bank 
of. China, the Nanking Government 
has sueceeded in ereating a situation, 
the fear of whieh for a considerable 
lime “has been a menace to. the 
market, and which situation may be 
Foughly deseribed as follows: with a 
plentifut supply of National currency 
in elrculation, due to unavoidable war 
Inflation, it was only natural that the 
fooling of uncertainty ereated in the 
‘minds of the Chinese business ‘com 
‘unity, In antlelpation of the above, 
promoted’ a lack of confidence in the 
Ability: of the Chungking Government 
{fo maintain ‘a steady exchange value 
of thelr currency and resulted in a 
frenzied, demand. for shares and for 
commodities which at least in the 
ase of cotton yarn was far in excess 
of consumption. In other words a 
fesire to hold shares ond commodities 
{n preference to cash balances. 


Restricted Shipping 

“Local shipping was again severely 
restricted during 1040, partly as the 
result of the effects of hostilities in 
Europe, but mainly as the result of 
‘the China incident, 

“The movement ‘ot cargo between 
‘Shanghal and North China ports we 
‘again far below normal, ‘The expor 
trades from the north’ suffer from 
Jack. of communfeation between the 
Interior and shipping ‘while 
Import regulations restricted the 
‘movement of cargo from Shanghai to 
the north, 

“trade trom Shanghai to the south 
was practically limited to. the 
Shanghal-Hongkong, trade, the form- 
er large importing centres of Canton 
and Swatow still being closed to 
‘frelghters, other than Japanese. Trade 
between "Shanghai and Indo-China 
sulfered from political events in the 
latter. area, 

“Local shipping trades between 
Shanghal and points on the Chekiang 
‘and Fuklen coasts and in the Yangtze 
Delta, which had sprung up following 
the hostilities in 1037, have now been 
brought to a standstill due to the 
blockade, 

“The Yangtze remained entirely 
closed (o other than Japanese ship= 
ping despite the fact that merchandise 
was moving In both directions, but 
only under Japanese Military control, 


Unfair Discrimination 

“It Is hardly practicable to make a 
useful survey of exports of China 
produce from, Shanghai during the 
yedr just passed owing to the fact 
‘that facilites were granted to mer- 
chants of certain nationalities which 
‘were not avaliable to others, with the 
result that a good part of the trading 
hhas been considerably surrounded by | 
obscurity as to the origins and desti- 
nations of the various commodities 
exported, As far as concerns firms 
who had not the advantage of assist- 














ance provided by political, influences 
conditions of trade suffered consider 
ble deterioration as compared. with 
the year 1939, 

“athe transport of articles of various 
kinds into Shanghai from the interior 
for open sale Js allowed only subject 
{0 Japanese Military permits. Come 
modities required by Japan and the 
fTapanese military are entirely mono-, 
olizes by them, It follows, there 
fore, that conditions cannot improve 
Unt existing. restrictions are’ mod! 
ed or removed, 

“Rail and telegraph communications 
which were resumed in certain areas 
Femote from actual hostilities in 1999, 
continued to operate on an increasing 
seale, ‘The Japanese authorities con 
tinued to refrain from allowing re 
presentatives of Torelgn bond-holders 
{o Inspect thelr properties, such as 
railways, ete. 

Restrictions Relaxed 


“There was continued relaxation in 
tho restlctions in the area north of 
[Soochow Creek and this may be said 
to apply to other areas in the environs 
Jot Shanghai in Japanese occupation, 
but access to the wharves north of 
the Creek remains. more or less re- 
stricted because, it is claimed, of the 
necesity on the’ part of the Japanese 
Military to maintain law and order 
in this district, and this has affected 
Jon shipping buisiness in general. 

“The resumption of tramway and 
[bus services which operated before 
hostilities in the area north of the 
[Soochow Creek is not yet permitted 
by the Japanese authorities, The ser~

Reduction of Preliminary Deficit of $2,292,100 
Excess of Expenditure Over Income Explained 


'ONSIDERING the desirability 
of $2,292,100 being .excess 


Shanghai, Mar. 23. 
of reducing a preliminary deficit 
of expenditure over income in 


the amended estimates of the Shanghai Municipal Couneil for 
1041, the treasurer has recommended that $1,500,000 be earmarked 
from general reserve representing accumulated profits on sales of 
surplus land, difference in exchange on’ sterling balances as on 
December 31, last year, and a portion of the credits derived from 
the reconstitution of sinking funds in previous years. 

Approval of this measure would reduce the deficit to a provi- 
sional figure of $792,100 and it is conceivable that the reconsti- 
lution of sources of revenue by the sub-committee may produce 
sufficient additional revenue during the year and achieve the 
balanced budget that was earlier envisaged. Z 


‘The above was disclosed in_a state 
‘ment released by the Shanghat

with its 1941 budget; ordinary income 
and expenditure which will be fol- 
Towed later by a report with the ex= 
traordinary Income and expenditure 
of the Couneil for the year.

After some prell- 
minary business, including a discus- 
sion of a health’ campaign, Brigadier

of the camp, mentioning the dimculty 
fof finding a’ sultable location, Final. 
Ty the present site, 11 Singapore Road, 
was found, and rapidly developed, 80 
that now’ there are 2.451 persons 
housed in the camp, of .whom 280 
sre females, Many of the boggars 
come from good families and some 
bre even well-educated. A few havo 
been teachers and engineers and one 
‘haw been trained. as a doctor, 

"The blind. beggars’ have been put 
In a separate hut, and have proved 
the easiest to. qulde, Mr. Frye, 
from ‘the local blind school, and an 
assistant, are engaged in. ‘teaching 
them various useful trades. All the 
blind children have been transferred 
{0 the Blind School on Hungjao Road. 
‘The most dificult eases are those 
without hands, or with erippled 
timbs, but all are occupied in some 
way. 

‘Beggars coming into the eamp have 
fo deposit their belongings with the 
camp oMicers, but are given every. 
thing back when they " leave. The 
food question has proved to be the 
most serious problem facing the ale 
thorities of the camp. ‘The monthly 
cost for each inhabitant is $80, and 
it is becoming inereasingly difteult 
fo obtain rice. For quite a time it has 
been “Impossible to get fresh sup- 
plies, and the upkeep of the camp 
has thereby ‘become ‘endangered.

Legion Return 


“Packed Like Sardines” In Hold of Ship; Brutal 
Treatment Under German Officers Described 





TER an arduous trip of si: 
Indo-China during which, in 


Shanghai, Mar. 20. 
ix days direct to Shanghai from 
the words of one of their number, 


they were “packed like sardines” in the hold of the ss. Laos of 
the Messageries Maritimes, 50 young legionnaires of the French 
Foreign Legion in the Far East were landed here yesterday “broke” 
and bereft even of the civilian clothes they had when they’ volun- 


teered for service from China, 


Life in the Legion became un- 


bearable, one of the men disclosed, when they were placed under 
the orders of German petty officers sent from. French possessions 


in north Africa, whd submitted 0 
and compelled the men to do thi 


Of the 60 legionnaires who returned 
to China and who are mostly Shang-| 
hat and Tientsin boys who had joined 
up to fght the Nazis in the Far East 
for the duration of the war, the ma- 
jority are Slavs, thd rest being made 
up of German Jewish refugees, 
Greeks, and two Britons. 

‘The contingent from China sent to} 
Indo-China distinguished" -them- 
selves during thelr eighteen months 
service with the Legionnaires, one 
‘of the men being the recipient of the 
Croix de Guerre for conspievous gal 
lantry in thie Wield. He held a party| 
of Siamese at bay in the recent Tha! 
land fighting and obdurately refused 
to yield an inch of ground to the 
enemy. 

Life Full of Action 

Although the Shanghai contingent 
‘was discharged {rom the service al- 
‘mast without the proverbial penn; 
they found life in the Legion pl 
uresque and more full of action than 
even they. had anticipated,» They| 
participated In the fighting’ against 
the Japanese and more recently more| 
than held their own in the brushes. 
‘against the Siamese. Of Jong. 
marches there were plenty and they 
covered as much as twenly to 30| 
miles a day om foot, carrying heavy 
Yoada, most of the tong hikes being 
made at night, 

“The Germans are our natural 
enemies as we originally intended to 
‘ght them”, one of the men declared, 
adding that the German officers trom 
whom they had to take orders found 
fault with everything they did, made 
them mork inthe kitchen peeling 
potatoes and submitted them to all 
forms of indignities. During seven 
months one of the men spent no less 
than ‘four months’ imprisonment 
owing to tis refusal to bend to the 
will of the German oMeers 


No “hank You” 


‘Ho explained that the men were 
retained even after the collapse of| 
France, although their agreement 
called ‘for service only during the| 
participation of France in the Buro- 
pean war. "We continued 16 defend 
French Interests in the Far East at 
25 cents a day," the man stated, going 
fon to say that upon their discharge 
‘hey, did not get as much as-a "Thank 
You" from the colonel, 

‘The 50 members of the contingent] 
who landed hero and are billeted in 
the French military barracks do not 
comprise the entire contingent that 
railed for Indo-China from Shanghai 
and ‘Tientsin, “Many of the men who} 
hhave been discharged have been un-| 
ible to leave on account of fever. 

“We were In the trenches for two 
months “and it was raining all the 
time," the informant sald, shrugging 
his shoulders and refusing 40 go on| 
deseribing jthe career of the. men 
while in the services of the Legion, 
explaining that this was nothing, but 
‘only a normal part of tHielr life in 
the Foreign Legion, which fully lived 
W to the expectation of a rigorous 
and eventful existence, 











German Officers 


‘The speaker disclosed that 65 per 
cont. of the officers of the Legion 
in Indo-China today are composed 
of Germans who, he said, treat the 
subordinates "with indescribable 
Drutality resulting in several futile| 
attempts to desert. The Germans, he| 
said, were more interested in thelr 
Personal comforts than in mainten- 
ane of discipline or order. 

‘The men were discharged on 
March 12, dressed in military uni- 
forms without the military. buttons| 
and thelr regimental . numbers and 
were allowed to retain thelr berets, 
‘They were shipped off, the speaker 





said, without receiving ‘any premium, 
or gratuity for thelr long and arduous 
service and most of the mien did not 
have enough money with which %0| 
buy even a picket of clyareites or 
to ayy for their ‘hotel bill for one:

Shanghai Public Requested to Co-operate with 
Company in Conserving Electrical Energy 


HE redsons for the shortage of power 


Shanghai, Mar. 18. 
in the International 


Settlement were explained by Mr. P, S, Hopkins, president of 
the Shanghai Power Co,, at an interview given to’ the representa- 
tives: of local néwspapers yesterday morning. Stating that there 
had been some inaccurate statements made by the press, Mr. 
Hopkins said that there was not much news jn the current fuel 


shortage, it being a relatively simple story of the shortage of car: 


iors, 
‘This was duc to the fact 
owing to major wars now being 
waged, ships had been becoming 
seareet, while the coal supplies were 
purchased from the East and West 
Coasts of the United States, in India, 
Australia, Afriea, Japan and China, 
In the past, Japan had a relatively 
high ‘percentage of its electrical 
‘energy generated by water power, 
‘but abnormally low rainfall in the 
past two years had forced her to 
curtail the use of power and to 
divert much coal to steam plants. 
‘There remained only three months’ 
supply of fuel in the Shanghat 
Power Company's fuel pile. assuming 
no shipments arrived from any 
source, “Mr, Hopkins said. ‘The-com 
pany was, however, now receiving 
enough coal to meet 50 per cent. 
of ite current needs. ‘The present 
stocks, plus seemingly assured ship- 
ments, would last six months, 


Assurances of Stocks 


‘The major wars and scarcity’ of 
ships made it essential that the 
Power Company curb the use of 
fuol, pending some assurance that 
adequate stocks would be received, 
My, Hopkins continued. 

Essential services in Shanghai, 

‘such as street lights, communications, 
‘sewage, and hospital services, which 
had 0 be kept going to preserve and 
save the lives of the residents of 
this port, could not be faced with a 
shortage of fuel, 
"To prevent undue or hasty restrie- 
Tions the very first day that normal 
shipments ceased to come forward, 
the Power Company and Shanghai 
Munielpal Council took steps. to 
appoint a preliminary committeo, 
largely composed of» industrialists, 
to determine the effect of curbs upon 
Inbour and capital. A succeeding 
committee composed of independent 
‘engineers, divorced from all pressure 
‘of personal gain, had also been 
Appointed, 

Tt was also agreed to restrict 
normal usage to 70 per cent. by the 
imposition of treble rates for con.| 
sumption over the percentage. This 
was an immediate possible and 
interim stop preliminary to final 
allocation of power. ‘This step was 
not sclentifie, but it was the. only’ 
practleable procedure, ‘The essential 
services, entitled to ' exemption or 

+ modification of such restrictions, 
Would finally be studied by a falr- 
minded. committee, 

Tt was pointed out by Mr. Hopkins 
that neither the Counell nor the| 
Power Company would profit by the 

mposing of treble rates, these being 
‘only to conserve fuel." The alloca~ 
ions, too, would be drastic, if neces: 
cary ‘and would injure some for the 
protection of others, 


‘Time Needed 


AM. Hopkins said that overy 
fauthoriny had been co-operating with 
the company and that reliefs wore 
being sought, but that it would take 
some time to divert any carriers (0 
Shanghai. The public were asked to 
conserve’ thelr use of clectrical 
energy and thus help, the company. 
to avold a complete “blacking out” 
of, the elty, 

‘The Shanghal Power Company had 
150,000 tons of fuel in stock, while the| 
requirements were 50,000 "tons per 
mensem. ‘These may ‘be replenished 
by present dependable receipts of 
5,000 tons per mensem, leaving a 
shortage of another 25,000 tons. To 
‘augment its use of coal, the com- 
pany installed of-fourners, spending 
$500,000 to do it. ‘This wasn very 
Successful step, but now off was as 
diMeult to secure as coal. 

‘To keep labour masses working, It 
would be necessary to conserve’ as| 
much ag possible “and to release 
electrical energy for the use of 
industry, since 96 per cent. of the 
power consumed by” the industries 
in the International Settlement came 
from the Shanghai Power Company. 

Mr. Hopkins said that there was 
no possible question but that every | 
class of scrvice could co-operate to 
‘effect economies in thelr use of 
electrical energy. ‘The control rested 
with Individuals. 

In Mr, Hopkins's opinion. there 
was no need for hysteria, although’ 
grave concern had been ' expressed 
and restrletions were necessary. A

‘The Shanghai Power Company re- 
urets to announce the receipt of 
cabled advice that Claude Sinclair 
‘Taylor died suddenly on Sunday last, 
Mareh 16, at the age of $5 years 

After completing his early techni 
cal training, he went to the Watford 
District Colnell Electric Light and 
Power undertaking as engineer in 
charge of the generating station, 
eventually holding the position of 
‘mains superintendent. 

Early in 1910, he was offered and 
accepted the position of Chiet Assi 
fant Engineer with the Hendon Elec- 
trie Supply Company. ‘The next step 
was in November, 1911, when he ace 
cepted the appointment of Deputy 
Engineer and Manager to the Hai 
kow Light and Power Company, 

In March, 1913, Mr, Taylor took up 
an appointment’ with the Shanghat 
Municipal Electricity Department as 
Sub-station Engineer and rapidly ad- 
vaneed in the service in a succession 
of upward steps, 

At the time of the sale of the 
undertaking to Shanghai Power Com- 
pany In August, 1929, he occupied the 
position of Deputy Engineer-in-Chiet 
and Manager to the late | T.HU, 
Aldridge, upon whose retirement 
shortly afterwards Mr, Taylor became 
Vice-President and General Manager 
‘of the company, from which position 
he retired in January, 1993, “He re- 
turned to England and became the 
‘company's represontative, which en 
tabled him to retain a very active ine 
{terest In the affairs of the company 
end Shanghai generally after his 
twenty years" association here, 

In all his work he was thorough 
and. punetilious to a degree, but 
whether the weather was stormy oF 
fine he never lost that quicknoss in 
repartee and serise of humour which 
seems to be a characteristic of the 
Condoner, 

Many old timers will remember his 
loner efforts in Introducing radio 
brondeasting in Shanghai. 


He leaves a host of friends here, 
where his reputation for straight and 
honourable dealing endeared him to 
hhig associates, His open-house and 
hospitality are well remembered by.

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Hankow Commerce ‘Chamber 


Chairman in a Survey of Conditions of Once 
Thriving Port Shows Parlous State of Trade 


Shanghai, Mar. 24. 


T the annual meeting of the Hankow British Chamber of 
Commerce, held in that portson March 14, Mr. D. B. Tait, 
manager of Messrs. Butterfield & Swirc, and chairman of the 
Chamber, gave an excellent survey of conditions ruling during 


1940. 


In the course of his remarks he cl 


early showed how local 





restrictions imposed by the Japanese authorities have strangled 
‘Third Power trade, specially British. The’ tenancy of British pro- 
perties continue to be forcibly denied, and even the chimera of 


the re-opening of the Yangtze River to foreign trade and navi, 


as far as Nanking has faded,” 

‘The chairman in the course of his 
remarks sald: 

It ig Ming to” record: here our 
satisfaction at the appointment last 
June of a Consular OMeial. in the 
person of Mr. Lloyd. with a know- 
edge of the Japanese language, thus 
‘again providing much-needed. assist~ 
nee, for whieh we are duly grateful 
to His Majesty's Government. in the 
hanelling of our local daily diMeulties 
with Japanese Authorities. ‘The re- 
ferences which nowadays have con- 
slantly to be made to these Authori- 
ties have caused your Committee 
ilways to view the appointment of 
‘a Brith Consular Officer with Japa- 
hese language qualifications as a 
matter of consequence in the adequate 
care of British interests in Hankow 
and it is with considerable regret, 
therefore, and some misgiving. that 
we have learned of Mr. Lloyd's with 
drawal without replacement. We un- 
derstand, however, that this step has 
heen occasioned by more urgent and 
Important claims elsewhere, and it 
vould accordingly appear to leave us 
with no alternative but to work 
without his useful liaison until the 
Dresent complicated political plete 
Glenrs for us all. 


‘Thanks to U.S. Navy 


In recalling past friends, we are 
deeply conscious of our inability. to 
record any direct contact with H. Mf. 
Navy during the year, the first. yea 
for a very long time that we have 
‘been cheered by the presence of 
the White Ensign—and all that it 
convey¢—in Hankow, Our thoughts, 
highest hopes, and best wishes are 
vith not only our Naval friends, how- 
ever, but also the other Branches of 
TM's Forces, in their gallant ond 
thoroughly convinelng exploits in 
nany parts of the world, and we 
‘would algo remember with gratitude 
those who have gone from amongst us 
to take an active share in the strug- 
tule that now confronts both hemis- 
heres. (Applause) 

Yet we have not been bereft of 
Naval companionship, since we hi 
been, and are, able to grect the pr 
sence in Hankow of unils of the US. 
Navy. Yonglze Patrol. and we are 
Indeed happy on this occasion to ex- 

press once more our grateful thanks 
to Admiral Glassford, and to the 
Gmcers and Men of his command, for 
their great courtesy and assistance in 
bringing {0 British residents personal 
necessities and household stores. The 
werviees thus rendered have been 
most generous and we assure our 
‘American friends of our most sincere 
‘appreciation, (Applause) 

In this matter of obtaining stores 
‘and personal supplies from Shanghal, 
we must Ikewise thank HLLJM. 
Navy for the transportation facilities 
afforded by them; the help thus pro- 
vided! has been of considerable assist~ 
fanee 10 many of us, concerned par- 
ticularly with the maintenanee and 
upkeep’ of properties.

General 


Gentlemen, it is indeed difleult, to 
review with’ any satisfaetion a year 
such as the past one has been and if, 
in the course of my remarks, refer” 
‘ence be not made to matters which 
‘we have been accustomed in the past 
t@ mention specifically at these 
Meetings, that is because comment on 
them would by this time verge so 
‘much on the obvious and platitudin- 
fous, by reason of frequent previous 
repotition. as to render such comment 
superfluous, 

Nevertheless, it must again be re- 
corded that the Chinese Maritime 
Customs and River Inspectorate have 
‘not been permitted to resume fune- 
toning. 


Position of British Business 


‘The position of British business in 
terests'in Henkow during the past 
yeor has remained practically un- 











changed and. although we may have 
met with fewer or relaxed  restric~ 
tions on our personal liberties, 
‘another year of facing the blank wall 
of prohibited trade has been experi 
‘ened. World affairs have increas- 

ly overshpdowed our local and 
Yongtze River problems, and this 
blank wall seems today even higher, 
with perhaps an appearance of added 
solidity, from our lengthy and en- 
forced ‘contemplation of it, coupled 
with the knowledge that its disappear 
‘ance may have to await the outcome 
of the conflicts that are now the 
immediate and-vital concern of the 
world at large. In reviewing the past 
year, it Is therefore necessary for us 
to bring our problems and preplex- 
itles—and they have not been few— 
into thelr proper perspective on the 
reat world canvas that is now being 
Painted: and these include this blank 
wall which we have so long been 
compelled to study and strenuously 
endeavoured to seale or pierce, but 
which, possibly on account of our 
proximity to i, stilt assumes an as 
ect of insurmountability. 


Export Trade 


Apart from @ dew shipments de- 
viously. arranged early in the year, 
there has been no British or Foreign 
Participation in any export trade. un- 
less the locol sale of balances of ac~ 
cumulated stocks of woodoll. bristles, 
ten and cotton to interests rigorously 
controlled by Japanese Authorities 
can so be described. The scarcity 
ond virtual stoppage of the flow of 
‘up country produce have eliminated 
practically every vestige of an export 
market, and with the exception of one 
or two commodities (0 which due re- 
ference is made in the export report 
for inclusion in the Year Book, such 
isolated and noticeable shipments of 
woodoll. bristles, cotton. te, native 


ther with relatively small 
hides and skins as have gone for- 
ward under exclusive Japanese con- 
‘rol, have mainly represented the| 
Vquidation of local stocks—a process 
Which bids fair shortly to reach com- 
Fletion, 














Imports, 

On the import side there is not 
one British trade transaetion (0 re- 
port. Third Power interests may have 
‘seen ‘their products on the” local 
market, but these were imported 
‘through Japanese hands under permit, 
from Japanese Authorities, and may 
be said to have owed thelr appear 
ance either to their well-established 
ood qualities or else to the fact that 
they alone could sill obvious gaps in 
the local economy, 

‘Observations concerning local re- 
strictions which have continued the 
strangulation of Third Power trade| 
formed the subject of a special Me- 
morandum prepared by your com- 
mittee towards the middle of last 
year, and this duly reached our own. 
‘Autliorities, 


Military Activities 


Before turning from the general to 
the particular in this brief survey, 
Wwe cannot fall to take note of the 
changes which have acco 
further Jopanese military penetration, 
along the Yangtze. Valley,  resulting| 
in, the occupation, 6¢ both shasi and 
Iehang in June. ‘There can be little| 
doubt that these advances, although' 
eventually rapid, were accompanied 
by considerable loss on both sides and 
that guerilla, aetivities in. the areas 
between Hankow and Ichang, as well 
as on the south bank of the Yangtze, 
have been a constant source of em= 
barrassment to the invading military, 
‘The Japunese occupation of Ichang 
effectively destroyed such trade as 
had hitherto been conducted at, and 
through, that port with Wanhsien and 
Chungking—in which British  Com- 
Panfes had continued throughout to| 
artlcipate—and confined transports. 
ion serviees to the higher reaches of 
the River. In addition, Japanese 
Military Authorities on the spot at| 
Iehang have continued to interfere 
with British interests by the forelble 
Seizure of British craft to secure the 
cargo contained therein, despite the 
most vigorous representations of our | 
own Authorities in the highest quar- 
ters. Whilst it is true that the Bri 
sh eraft affected have so far been| 
returned to their powerless owners| 
following the forcible removal of all 
cargo, it is impossible to find fustl- 
Hieation for the perpetration of such 











facts against neutral interests, with| 
clearly defined rights, British sub- 
Jects and interests in Ichang are also 
Row suffering from seriously. un- 
pleasant restrictions and virtual boy- 
colt, particularly in the matters of| 
obtaining requisite funds and neces- 
sary including » foodstuffs 
which they are not allowed to buy in 
‘Sapanese shops, We carnestly hope| 
that this situation will secure the ear- 
lest possible remedial attention of 
the Japanese Authorities, who have| 
now been approached in this regard, 


Posial Services 


Satisfactory postal communication 
with Tehang, now occupied over eight 
months, has not yet been re-establish 
ed, although services were recontly 
resumed fo Shasi, and this Chamber 
would strongly appeal and hope for| 
the early restoration of this primary 
‘and necessary facility. (Since I wrote 
the above, notification has appeared in 
the public press announcing the re~ 
sumption of this service) 


‘Tenaney of British Properties 


Looking downriver, the page of 
progress is quite blank, ‘The tenancy 
‘and use of British propertics continue 
foreibly to be denied, and even the 
chimera of tho re-opening of thy 
Yangtze River to foreign trade and 
navigation as far as Nanking, has 
faded, so that today, out of the 1409, 
miles’ stretch from Shanghai {0 
‘Chungking. British services operate 
only 49 the last 170 miles, Truly st is|

Cost of Living—Rice and Salt 


A factor of very considerable 
portance and which loomed large 
Jduring the last quarter of the year’ 
Jwas the unprecedentedly high cost of 
hiving as the direct result of meteoric 
rises in the prices of rice and salt 
particularly, “Member firms, deprived 
Jot trade and revenue, have conse~ 
Jquently had to bear’an additional 
Jfinanciat burden in the shape of spe~ 
Jcial allowances in order to mitigate: 
the hardships experienced by their 
statts. 

‘You have sll heard und read of— 
land most of us have seen—ample 
stocks of rice and salt in Hankow 
[godowns, sald in some quarters to 
be sumicient for all needs for one 
lyear, yet against an “official” price of 
's40 per picul for second-grade rice 
that quality was unobtainable at less 
than $80 from October up to Decem~ 
ber, when it suddenly jumped to $104 
Jand then to $130: first-class rice could 
not, and cannot now, be procured, 

‘Today the position is little beiter 
[with an average price still fuctuating | 
‘around $120 to $125, whilst thousands 
Mterally’ starve, We all know that, 
leven if there were no rice in Han~. 
kow, it could easily be obtained just 
outside the Wuhan area at $40 per| 
picul or less, but the fact cannot be | 
disguised that such supplies are pre- 
vented from reaching the local popu | 
jiace who are shamelessly and despic- 
ably exploited from quarters which 
Jeannot but receive the support of) 
jauthority. 

‘The dangerous potentialities of this: 
situation are too obvious to need any’ 
stressing here and we commend the 
vigour with which our local Press, 
Ihave sought {0 present the gravity of 
the position {o responsible Japanese 
|Authorities, since in thelr hands now 
ties the power vastly to improve the 
[lot of all people in Wuhan, ‘These 
[Authorities promised effective action 
lsome weeks ago and we look hope~ 
fully for the results of this, which 
Jassuredly cannot be made evident too 


Shipping 

All British and Foreign tonnage 
Jexcluding Japanese, has remained ide 
jin Hankow throughout the year and 
Jeven yet the full legitimate use of 
]wharves and pontoons has not been 
restored in spite of fresh approaches 
to Authorities who continue to en- 
force their prohibitions on the 
grounds of “military necessity. 

‘For passages to and from Shanghai, 
}we have continued to be dependent 
Jupon Japanese Authorities and ves~ 
sels and, apart from a lengthy suspen- 
sion of ‘these. facilities during April 
land May, it is pleasing to record that 
{foreign passages from Hankow were 
{fairly readily granted, Considerable 
delay has been experienced in many 
instances, however, in obtaining pas-

Jal of us have travelled comfortably— 
it should not be a dificult matier to

Ja British publication should not be 
‘underrated in times lke the presént, 
which, in fact, reinforce the need for 
its continuance. 

It is a short slep from this subject 
to our local War effort which has 
Jdeveloped during the year in several 
directions for the benefit and comfort 
‘of our Forces, War Charities, Air Raid 
Victims and the Voluntary War Con- 
tribution Fund, to which latter Fund 
Jalone our sadly depleted and hard- 
hit community has donated £2,156 in 
jcight months. British women’ have 
leontributed invaluable help and hard 
Work, whilst the considerable assist- 
Jance ‘given in many efforts by other 
Nationals has very: deeply been ap- 
preciated, (Applause) 

All such effort is of more than pas- 
sing interest 10 this Chamber and

or, notable and generous as this has

Cuban Sugar Loan

It is too bad that in 
your opinion, Chinese football players:

“sportsmanship.” as the foreign 
sportsmen of Shanghai ‘understand 

However, I do agree with you on 
this: “To ‘argue that these engage 
ments (Sino-foreign football matches) 
serve the ends of co-operation be 
tween the Chinese and the foreigners 
is to offer a contention which cannot 
possibly be supported in the light of 
what has happened. Indeed the op, 
posite is entirely the case, and there 
is a grave danger that continued 
repetition of these incidents will 
increase bad feclings rather than 
allay them.” 

‘Meanwhile, I wish Shanghal's 
foreign sporismen ‘will close their.

unrest, apprehension and Indecision 
that prepares the way: for the easy 
victory of the agyressots over the 
counties they intend to attack, whe- 
ther through Fifth Column aetivities 
‘and diplomatic offensives or dircct 
assault with armed forces.

Political Exploitation 


To the Editor of- the 
font-Cunia Daity News" 

‘Sin,—The high cost of dally necess- 
aries seems to be producing a mild 
Panic here. According to information 
available, one may assume that there 
fare two interdependent sets of causes: 
Jeconomic and political. Those who 
are directly » responsible for the 
welfare of this community —the 
leading Consuls, the — Municipal 
Councillors, tho ‘Mayor of Greater 
‘Shanghai ahd the authorities in con- 
‘nection with the military occupation 
In the Yangtze area—must consider 
what may be the proper remedy, 

Among the causes for high prices 
of dally supplies, inflation through 
unlimited Issues of paper money is 
the most effective; ‘next, the lack 
of supplies—or _‘under-production; 
third, the complexity of restrictions 
fourth, the lack of transportation 
facilities ; fifth, hoarding; and. sixth, 
over-consumption. The increase of 
population 5 a vital cause, but there 
is no possible way in view to reduce 
it while living conditions are worse 
elsewhere and blockade of better 
places continues in force, People have 
to stay. 

Over-consumption is an effect of 
war or war psychology. There are so 
many new rich who can afford to 
‘spend lavishly. And in general people 
haye “better” appetite, eating, en» 
tertaining and feasting so much more. 
‘The business which appears to be 
quite prosperous is that of hotel and 
restaurant, 

Hoarding of food especially rice, 
results from two desires: profiteering 
and fear. People fear the extension 
of war and they hear so much the 
rumours of war, ‘They fear that thelr 
money may not be worth anything a» 
more new issues of money arc 
forthcoming or .some measures of 
conilscation may be enforced. There~ 
fore they take hoarding as a precaus 
tion or protection, 

‘The Arstinamed four major causes 
are familiar, There is no need of 
explanation, They must bo considered 
objectively’ and thoroughly, If we 
let them persist, the problem of high 
cost of living’ must become more 
serious and later harder for any 
authority to solve, 

It seems self-evident that toward 
8 successful solution of this problem, 
‘we must accept cortain premises ; to 
wit () Shanghal has to go on as an 




















autonomous. international —“non- 
political” community; (2) interna. 
tional cooperation has to continue; 





(8) Japan has to give a non-partisan 
assured support to the existing order 
‘and security; (4) cooperation bet- 
‘ween Greater Shanghal and the two 
‘Municipal Councils has tobe.

‘Navy authorities have to give 











supply; and (0) the two Councils 
have to undertake definite measures 
of buying, transporting and. storing. 
certain supplies to the common 
people. If rice, for example, can be 
bought in America as well as else: 
where, there must be no hesitation 
to buy and store it. Ships ‘may be 
chartered for transportation of some 
major supplies to the community. 

‘The political causo of the situation 
may be complicated, Yet it may be 
simple, The Mayor of Greater Shang- 
hal soems to be belter than any one 
else ‘in a position to insist upon the 
‘stop of such political exploitation as 
‘we detest now. Authorities, especially. 
Nanking, Chungking, and Tokyo, may 
Well bear in mind. that the political 
exploitation of labour, for instance, 
an eventually and easily: become 
boomerang. A free and secure Shang 
hhai is good for all concerned. If it 
ig regarded as a political football 
some chaos will follow and’ it may 
soon become a centre of ruins

Hunter ‘co-respondent 
Before Judge P, Grant Jones 
(Sudgment, For Respondent. and 
‘Shanghai, Mar. 1 
In a lengthy judgment delivered 
yesterday Judge ‘P. Grant Jones’ in 
H, M, Supreme Court pronounced a 
cere ‘nisi in favour of respondent 
fon the ground of petitioner's cruelty, 
ismissing his petition against re" 
spondent and both cosrespondents, 
‘The question of the custody of the 
child and costs were. reserved for 
Turther argument and consideration. 
Mr. E. L. Hartopp represented the 
yespondent. Mr. P. Watkin Williams 
the petitioner and My. 1, B Newman 
represented co-respondents, 
‘The judgment inter alia follows: 


Judgment 

‘The petitioner in this sult prays a 
dissolution of his marriage with’ the 
respondent ‘on the ground of her 
adultery. with Albert Dociwrey and 
‘Tobias Hunter; he also prays that he 
may have the custody of the child 
‘of the marriage and. that the ¢o- 
respondent Hunter may be con- 
demned in the sum. of - $60,000 
damages in respect of his adultery 
and in the costs of these proceedings, 
‘The respondent in her answer denies 
the adultery and also prays a dissolu- 
Yon of the marriage and custody of 
the child on the ground of cruelty; 
she further alleges conduct condue= 
ing to the adultery and condonation 
of it. 

‘The Arst co-respondent denies the 
adultery and-alleges condonation, and 
the second co-respondent does the 
game. The petitioner in his reply to 
the respondent denies conduct con| 
ducing and eruelty and alleges in the 
alternative that, if the acts of 
cruelty were committed. It was under 
ureat provocation and the acts were 
condoned by the. respondent, » He 
denies that the adultery” was’ con 
doned, and alleges alternatively that 
it It Were s0 condoned, the condona~ 
lon was, cancelled by subsequent 
adultery with the second co-respon- 
dent. In his replies to both eo-respon- 
dents the petitioner denies condona- 
tion and alleges that. if Yondoned, 
the condonation was’ cancelled by: 
the subsequent adultery with the 
second co-respondent, 

After the petitioner had given his 
evidenee in chief, the evidence of 
Dr. T. 'B, Dunn of Messrs. Jackson, 
Dunn 'and Partners, was. interposed. 
He said that he attended the re- 
spondent in January. 1940, but 
declined to say from What she was 
suffering. He claimed privilege, 
without the consent of the patient, 
under the Code of the District of 
Columbia, He had not asked for her 
consent, and 1 do not think that it 
‘was his duty to do so, but no such 
privilege could have ‘been claimed 
by an English physician. The pri 
vilege, moreover, fs by no means on 
fan equal: footing with that accorded 
by English law to all communications 
between solicitor and client, without 
the protection of which 'no man 
would dare to consult a solicitor with 
a view to his defence, which has 
therefore not been extended to the 
clergy, priests and medical men, With 
regard to the latter Jessel M. R. sald 
in Wheeler v. Le Marchant, 17 Ch. 
D, 675: ‘The communleations made 
fo a modieal man whose advice is 
sought by a pationt, which must be 
made in’ order to’ enable him to 
adviso or prescribe for the patient, 
ate not protected, ‘The protection in 
this ‘country is ‘restricted {0 the 
obtaining, the assistance of lawyers 
fas regards the conduet of litigation, 
jn order that legal advice may be 
safely and sulfleiently obtained.” and 
in Wentworth », Lloyd, 10 11. Le Cas, 
580. where a litigant refusod to allow 
hiis'former solicitor to give evidence 
‘of matters comected with the prox 
fessional relationship between them, 
it was held that there was no adverse 
presumption against him on account 
of his refusal. It does not ‘follow, 

jowever. that there should be no 
uch presumption ayainst a medical 
claimant {0 the: privilege, "which 
found its way in America gradually 
from the cighteenth century onwards 
into the statute law of most of the 
States of the Union, and thus has 
become part of the ‘general law of 
the Republic, 

‘To other claims to a_ privilege 
unknown to English law there is. 1 
thinks, an appropriate answer, ag far 
‘ag elreumstances admit. in Mammoth 
Olt Company v. United States, U. S. 
Reports, Vol. 275, which has kindly’ 
heen placed ‘at my, disposal by His. 
Honour the Judge’ of. the United. 
States Court for China. In the opinion 
fof the Court In that ease, as delivered 
by Mr, Justice Butler, ‘there oceurs 
the following passage: “As was sald 














by Lord Mansfeld in Blatch 9, 
Archer, 1 Cowp. 63, ‘It Is certainly 
‘a maxim that all evidence Is to be 
| weighed according to the proof which 
It was in the power of one side to 
have adduced and in the power of 
the other to have contradicted." The 
gulding considerations by which the 
Droper significance of Sinclair's 
silence fs to be ascertained were well 
stated by Chief Justice Shaw. in 
Commonwealth v, Webster: "When 
stringent proof of circumstances. Is 
Produced, tending to support the 
charge, and it is apparent that the 
accused is so situated that he could 
offer evidence of all the facts and 
elrcumstances as they- existed, and 
show, if such was the tfuth, that 
the stispicious élrcumstances could be 
accounted for consistently with his 
innocence, and he falls. to offer such 
proof, the natural conclusion is that 
the proof, if produced, instead of 
rebutting, would tend (0 sustain, the 
charge.

‘Summary 

‘The authorities which I have con 
sulted are conclusive that strict proof 
of adultery is always required; but 
as, from its nature, the offence is 
rarely established by the evidence 
of eye-witnesses of the act, the 
evidence is usually circumstantial; 
but the circumstances must be such 
‘88 would lead the guarded discretion 
of a reasonable man to the conelusion 
that adultery had been committed. 
Or, as another authority has It: “To 
‘succeed on such an issue It is not, 
necessary to prove the direct fact, 
‘or even a fact of adultery in time 
and place; for if it were so, that 
root would be attainable in’ very 
few cases. It is rarely’ indeed that 
the parties are surprised in the direct 
fact of adultery, and stich evidence 
fs apt to be disbelieved. In nearly 
every case the fact is inferred as a 
hneeessary. conelusion; and. unless 
this “were so held, no protection 
whatever could be fiven to marital 
rights, The evidence of the petitioner 
alone’ is seldom accepted. without 
corroboration, either by a witness or 
fat least by, strong surrounding cir- 
cumstances.”

‘as amended'by S. 4 (2) of the Matri- 
‘monial Causes Act, 1937, to dismiss

‘The petitioner said in his evidence: 
in-chief that the last occasion on. 
which he hed intercourse with the 
respondent was on 24 December, 
1999; the respondent that intercourse 
continued until 1 “May, 1940, when| 
fhe went into hospital.’

cruelly has been defined as conduct 
of such a character as to have caused 
danger to life, limb, or health, bodily 
or mental, of as to give reasonable 
apprehension of such danger.

v. Russell, (1897), P, 395; and Lord 
Siowell’s ‘proposition in’ Evans 9.

It is immaterial that there was no} 
Intention of being cruel. if the ins} 
tentional ‘acts amount ‘to cruelty 
Hadden v. Hadden, (1910), Times, 
Dee. 5. A. course of conduct creating| 
mental distress and anxiety, and 
thereby’ © injuring bodily “health, 
amounts to eruelty Moss. v. Moss, 
(916), P. 185. C.A.; and in’ Litton| 
», Litton, (1924), 40 TLR, 272, such 
& course, designed to make a wite| 
disgusted’ with ‘her husband. was 
held to be cruelty. 

‘Threats of personal violence some 
times constitute cruelly, but not] 
mere vulgar or even obscene abuse, | 
or false accusations of adultery. 
Provocation, which Is also pleaded 
in the reply, was, dealt with by Dr. 
Lushington in Bart of Dysart. 
Countess of Dysart, (1844) 1 Rob. 
Ere. 103 at p. 140; “I must be further 
‘atistled that the danger had arisen| 
without provocation on her part, and 
notwithstanding her «correctly "per- 
forming the duties of a wife, amongst 
which Is obedience in all things 
Inwful"; in which case a wife was: 
held not to be entitled to a decree 
Jon the ground of her husband's 
cruelty if he had been provoked into 
the acts, unless the violence of his 
retaliation had been out of propor 
ton to the provocation received. In 
my. opinion the provocation alleged 
to havo been received by the peti- 
loner in this sult existed almost 
wholly in his own Imagination, and 

e respondent was undeserving o! 
the punishment which she received 
at his hands. 

Tt was held, in the Ecclesiastical 
Courts that “condonation is for 
iveness with an implied condition 
that the injury shall not be repeated; 
therefore on breach of the condition 
the right to a remedy for the former 
injury revives" Durant y. Durant, 
(1825) 1 Hog. Eee. 733. “Tb is such 
@ complete obliteration of the eon: 
doned offence that it cannot be uscd 
for any purpose whatever (unless 
subsequently revived), and the party 
forgiven becomes recius et integer.” 
Anichint v, Aniehinl, (1839) 2 Curt, 
210. But it was held by those Courts, 
and is still law, that a slighter 
offence than the original will revive 
‘condoned cruelty Cooke v. Cooke, 
(4863). 3 S. & T. 126; thus harsh and 
degrading treatment, short 
sonal. violence, revives it. 
Curtis supra, ‘Threats which salisty 
the Court that further cohabitation 
would be attended with danger to 
the person threatened will revive It, 
and in Mytion ». Bfytton, (1886). 11 
P. D. 14i, habitual unkindness, 
without blows, was held to do £0: 
Even if there was condonation by 
the respondent of the petitioner's

inquest held on the body of the Sikh 
‘by H. M. Coroner, Mr. C. H. Haines, 
in H. Mt. Police Court yesterday 
afternoon, iS 
Dr Squlres; who’ examined the 
‘boty on. February 24. described the 
various wounds. He sald there was 
a sharp cut on the forehead. whicti 
must ave been caused by a heavy 
instrument, possibly. an axe ‘with @ 
ong handle or a meat chopper. Wit- 
ness thought the wounds might have 
been inflicted more easily if the body 
was lying-en the ground. ‘There 
‘were a number of facial cuts, a cut 
fon each eye and a wound splitting 





‘There was a wound on the right 
forearm, but no signs of a struggle. 

Witness said he would expect con- 
siderable hemorrhage if there was 
‘a Jong interval between the infliction 
fof the face and head wounds. It was 
his personal impression that deceased 
was first struck on the right leg. Ho 
thought the head and faco wounds 
‘were inflicted within a comparatively 
short time of each other. "The cause 


of death was laceration of the brain | 


‘and infernal haemorrhage 
brain, 

Mr. Bernhard Liemberg of the 
Shanghai Sanitorium on” Rubleon 
Road» next ‘told the Coroner that 
several laundry workers on the morn 
ing of February 23, reported £0 him 
that Baga Singh was lying on the 
Food some distance away. Witness 
obtained a car and went to the scene 
where he found the body of Boga 
Singh lying on its back on the road. 
‘Tho-foce was terribly cyt up and 
there was a pool of blood on the head 
‘and some blood on the legs. ‘The 
turban of the Indian, he sald, was 
halt unwound and witness pleked it 
up and covered up the face of the 
deceased, Witness then called up the 
Bubbling Well Police Station and the' 
manager of the sanitorium. Witness 
‘added that he had two theories con-| 
cerning the wounds: 1, that the face 
wounds were caused while deceased 
was standing, and 2, that the head 
wounds were caused’ while the man 
was in a sitting posture. The Indian, 
he said, probably held ‘up hie hands 
to his face when the blows were 
struck at him, which accounted for 
the blood on his hands, 

The next witness Bhan Singh, 9 
watchman of the Hungj2o Golf Club. 
was called. He described how the 
saw the deceased alive for the last 
time on Saturday, February 22, while 
he was on duly’ on Hungjao’ Road, 
Deceased was walking by the inter- 
section of Hungjao Road and Rubicon 
Road. Witness was not aware of any

On an information filed by the 
District Attorney, Mr. Leighton 
Shields, indieting ' Gerald E, Case- 
‘ment, first class private of “D" Com- 
pany, First Batt, U.S, Marines, with 
rst degree murder, a warrant for 
his arrest was issuéd yesterday by 
the US, Court for China in connee- 
tion with the death af Floyd Allan 
Sebastion, of 15 month old infant] 
‘whose bruised body was discovered 
In the compound’ of the Jewish 
School in Seymour Road early on the 
morning of Afarch 14. 

‘At the close of the inquest on the 
body of the Infant, Commissioner N.

Just one instance—we 
et goods from a lot of firms in the 
City ‘and are always sending orders 
for something to Newgate St, ete 
and we have had goods and answers 
ttle. ‘Those of us who could stand 
the cold, which was bad. especially 
as the heat inside was terrific, tried 
fo stay out as much as posible all 
‘day, but the daylight was short, and 
ft wos a “Black Hole of Calcutta” 
Inside, ; 

“Our officers and seamen were 
splendid, and did shifts, for we were 
in a very precarious position for 
forty-cight hours. There were not 
enough life boals which could be 
Iatinehed for us all. and three of ours 
‘cn the deck would have to be floated 
off as the boat sank, no pleasant 
ospect. 

“There were some very very nice 
eople on board, and some the re 
verse. It is true’ that those who are 
selfish are still. even when ship- 
‘erecked; but on the whole every one 
Was good. The officers and men of 
the little. ship were magnificent to 
us, and when or where they slept we 
seldom found out. I wes in the eabin 
of a boy of just 21, and turned out 
hhis drawers for clothes for thos 
without. cigarettes and chocolate lay 
in the drawer, and we were urged 10 
fake iy all. Several of them, inelud- 
jing this one. had been in the waler 
trying to get the people from the 
boat which overturned. 

“It was great seeing firs, the tslands 
north of Scotland and then the light 
house on the tip of Ireland. We were 
‘a long time getting into the harbour,

“Received Jill's and Betty's letters 
last week and one from Dob today. 
Also just had: my frst from Leicester. 
‘They all seem well. B. tells me she 
may go to Tientsin; hope s0, as.

‘two boats, lucky man, he also ap- 
pears keen on flying, waiting to join 
the “US” air corps. 

“A chap here, Wilner, used tobe 
in the army in Sbanghai about 1036, 
was quite a friend of the twins, I 
often spend on evening ‘gossiping 
with him, makes one quite homesick.

First-line strength is the strength that can, 
be put into battle at any -moment, It is 
reached by adding up all the aircraft in the 
‘operational squadrons which have their crews 
and equipment, and stand ready to go into 
‘the air. But that does not. mean that all 
the aircraft in the operational squadrons must 
bbe included. ‘There are also the immediate 
reserves. ‘They are aireraft which are also 
yeady’in all respects, but which are not used| 
by the squadrons except as replacements for! 
alreraft lost in action or by accidents. 
Between these immediate reserves and the| 
‘stored reserves the division is a little blurred. 
But, generally speaking, one may say that] 
‘the’ stored reserves consist of complete air-| 
craft on which a certain amount of work 
would have to be done to fit ‘them to take 
the air. ‘The work might be nothing more 
than fitting two or three instruments, but it 
serves to give some sort of dividing line 
between immediate and stored reserves. So 
on the operational side of the air force there 
are these three divisions. But that does not 
mean that they include all the aireraft in 
the force. ‘There are also the enormous 
numbers of training aeroplanes. 

People have said that it is a mistake to 
talk about first-line strength because it is 
not a true measure of an air force, but per~ 
sonally I know of no better measure. It is 
the strength which can go into battle at any 
given moment, and that is surely the thing] 
that matters, "But it will be clear from what] 
T have said that first-line strength, when cor-| 
veetly understood, must be a very’ small pro= 
portion of the total strength, including train- 
ing alreratt, of an alr foree, And that, 1 
think, is how we get these big discrepancies 
4n the estimates made by different observers, 

‘he person who says that Germany's ait 
strength “is 9,000 aeroplanes is obviously. 
thinking of first-line strength in the nar- 
rowest interpretation, whereas the one who 
‘says it is 60,000 machines is obviously think- 
ing of total strength. ‘The sort of proportions 
T would expect would be a total of 30,000 
aeroplanes for a first-line strength of about 
5,000. For as about 90 or 40 men are needed 
on the ground for every one in the air, so 
8 good many training and reserve machines 
‘are needed for every one first-line machine. 

And now for a guess at German air 
strength. 1 would not like to try to give a 
precise figure; but I would say that the total 
4s below 35,000, and that the first-line strength, 
is slightly above 6,000. T think it doubtful 
if the German first-line strength is above 
6,000. One will appreciate that I am basing. 
my guess_on very incomplete information. 
I am going on the strength the Germans 
deployed in August and September and be- 
fore that in France. And I am assuming that 
‘some German unils are held always some- 
where within easy reach of the Russian 
frontier. 

‘There is, of course, always the possibility 
that the Germans have been holding large] 
forces back; but that possibility is now re~ 
mote. When the German air foree was being] 
shot out of the sky in mid-August and mid~ 
_ September, it would have called up all the 
‘machines it could lay hands on. And in fact 
the use of some partly obsolete types indicated| 
‘that the Germans were nearly fully extended| 
during these two months, 

Since then the German air force has been 
able to repair its losses and then build up 
{ts.air force to a greater strength than before. 
‘The economical tactics the Germans have 
been employing in their attacks on this 
country during the past few months are an 
indication that big efforts to build up are 
joing on behind the scenes. They haye been 
hoarding their machines, sending them over| 
sonly when they are fairly certain they will 
nnct be intercepted by our fighters. Tf Ger- 
man first-line air strength was 5,000 in 
‘August it is likely to be rather more than 
‘that by April 











































But the strength of the Royal Air Force 
sis also increasing rapidly. ‘The Royal Air 
Force was not eaten into so seriously during 
; those eritieal months of August and September| 
as was-the German air force. It was able 
4g, make good its losses from its reserves all 
‘the time. Neither in men nor in machines 
} did it dwindle, though its rate of growth was 
obviously retarded, But the essential point 
Yemains true and it is the point that must 
be Kept in mind when considering numerical 
strength, Tt is the shape of the two curves 
showing the strength increase of the German 
{i alr force and of the Royal Air Force. 
Some time before the war began, in the 
greatest secrecy, the German air foree was 
being bullt up.’ The curve showing its in~ 
crease ‘cannot be yet drawn, for we do not 
Bee exactly when the huge enemy produc 
ion programme swung towards its peak... But 
‘we do know it must have been a rapidly 
“Avising curve. We also know that at this time 
the Royal Air Force inerease rate was com- 
paratively slow. ‘The curve was going up, 
Dut only on a gentle slope. We were merely 





going through the preliminary stages of vast 
roduetion., We were planning rather than 
producing. Germany had planned and was 


ete 
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producing. Now the picture is rather} 
different. " Germany's production curve is 
nearing:its peak. She can still squeeze more 
aireraft out of her factories every month; 
she can still build more factories—and is| 
doing so. But the limit is within sight. 
‘With us the production curve is sweeping] 
up. It is nowhere near its peak. Indeed, 
if you take in United States production we| 
still cannot see where that peak will come. 
Our: delay in getting under way is in one| 
way to our advantage now. Like the athlete| 
in the race we hold something in reserve| 
with which we can put forth a further| 
supreme effort, whereas the enemy  has| 
already put forth nearly all his strength. 
At was, of course, a frightful gamble. In 
‘August and September his air foree was much 
stronger than ours. If we had-not held him 
then all our production -planning would have 
been useless and he would have overrun us. 
‘The same still is true. We must hold the 
enemy while the factories work up to full 
pressure here and in the Dominions and in| 
the United States. And although we are 
a little better off for holding the enemy in| 
the alr today than last summer, the im- 
provement is less marked than might appear| 
at first sight for we have further commit 
ments. We have to reinforce our air foree| 
in the Middle East and also in Greece. We| 
have to inerease the strength of the Fleet| 
Air Arm. We have to augment the Coastal 
Command in order to allow it to deal with 
submarines and surface raiders. We have to! 
consider our air strength in the Far East. 


I cannot even make general statements 
about our present air force strength. But 1 
can say that we began the war with a first~ 
line strength of about 3,000 aeroplanes and 
that our big production ‘programme is now| 
getting into its stride, T can also say that} 
inthe matter of trained aircraft crews we| 
aré in an even more favourable position than’ 
{in the matter of aireraft, ‘The Empire train- 
ing scheme is one of those examples of| 
forward planning which are as rare as they| 
are valuable, We can man all the aircraft 
that can be produced for us. Germany's im- 
mense man-power cannot go farther than| 
fours in the provision of properly-trained| 
pilots and alreraft crews. We call on the| 
men of the Dominions who, in this war as| 
in the war of 1914-18, prove themselves 1o| 
be exceptionally well adapted to air warfare. 
They have a sort of genius for it which, I 
imagine, is something to do with their ine 
dividualist tendencies. 

On the numerical side, then, our position 
is improving. We are still weaker than the| 
enemy in numbers; but we are gaining on 
him, and we may ‘expect our rate of gain 
to increase more and more rapidly with every| 
week that passes. In technical merit we! 
started with marked superiority and we still 
hold that, superiority. 

Tam not going to predict what the tech~ 
nical position will be next year. Germany 
has Kept her new types very secret. But 
there is this to be remembered, that technical 
advances cannot be readily ‘imitated even| 
when the details are known. 

I always remember the late Sir Henry] 
Royce telling a lot of newspaper men all the| 
secrets of the racing Rolls-Royce engine just 
before the last Schnélder Trophy race. Air 
‘Ministry officials were horrified because they 
feared the Italians would learn these secrets; 
but when this point was put to Royce he| 
said that even if the Italians knew every’ 
detail of the engine, it would take them three| 
years to build one—and the race was to be 
flown the next week.” That was a good point. 
We shall see in 1941 the frults of research 
and development work that has been going 
on for a long time. Our engineers and| 
designers have proved themselves once and| 
we tely upon them to prove themselves 
again.

To 
make the matter even clearer Mr. Webster goes 
on to say; “In birds there are two larynges, an 
‘upper or ‘true, "but voiceless, laryne in’ the 
usual position ‘behind the tongue, and a lower 
one..:.which is the true organ of the voice.” 
This lower larynx is, of course, the Pandean 
Pipe which Mrs, Browning thought of when she 
deseribed how the god Pan took'a reed to make 
the first musie:— 

“This is the way laughed the great god Pan, 

(Laughed: white he sate by the river) 

‘The only way since the gods’ besan, 

‘To make sweet music, they could succeed; 

‘Then dropping hls mouth 10 2 hole in the reed, 

He blew in power by the river. 

Sweet, sweet, sweet, © Pan, 

Piercing sweet by the river!” 
Just how a bird does the same thing with the 
Syrinx given to him by nature is deseribed by 
fan old American naturalist whose work 1 have 
Just read: “the adroit fingering of the keys,” 
hhe says, is done by muscles of the throat and, 

is not so much the bull or eshiness of the 
syrinx which Indicates musical ability; but the 
distinetness of the several museles, and ile mode 
fof their insortion, which result in endless 
combinations of rotating and rocking movements 
-.-whereby an infinite modulation of the 
musical tones becomes possible.” It is just as 
simple as that! So next time you hear a bird 
sing, please remember he Is playing a musical 
Instrument known ay the Syrinx....whieh Is

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


March 13.—We notice that the Junipers and 
Thujas are’ now in flower. Clouds of pollen 
rise from these evergreen shrubs when’ they 
fre shaken and we wonder whether’it has any 
Affect on persons susceptible to Hay Fever. The 
pollen consists of fairly small particles and on 
‘@ sunny day, even when there is only a slight 
breeze, it fibaty about in the atmosphere far 
away from the trees, Hay Asthma or Fever is 
said to be due to the inhalation of the pollen of 
some of the grasses, but pollen from some of 
‘Our trees and weeds is able to cause. similar 
symptoms. Junipers and Thujas are not included 
in the lists of Hay-fever-producing plants that 
we have consulted: neither is the common 
Privet; but there are a large number of people 
who ‘still insist that its pollen is 
dangerous to health despite repeated assur. 
‘ances to the contrary. A grass that is included 
in the lists is very common here and although 
We try to eradicate it from our lawns,. there 
‘are millions of plants outside our gardens that 
will shortly be permitted to flower as 
much as they like. ‘This is the Annual Law 
‘Spear ‘grass that we referred to about two 
Weeks ago as “brightening up corners of the 
lawn wilh is bright green foliage." The “Ber- 
muda Grass” (Cymodon dactylon) is another 
local grass that is said to be a fever-producing 
plant: this flowers in May and there is plenty 
‘of it in the country districts as well as on some 








‘of our lawns, ‘The third local culprit among | 


the grasses is the “Floating Foxtail” (Alope- 
curls geniewlatus), this flowers in June. Among 
the local weeds that may be the cauce of much 
unpleasantness to sufferers from Tiay Fever are 
the common plantain (Plantago. major), the 
garden Sorrel (Rumex Acetosa), and tho Pig 
Weed (Chenopodium album). Tho first named 
fg generally in flower during May, while. the 
Sorrel does not worry us until July, Pig Weed 
fs a tallegrowing Weed bearirg leaves that ap- 
ear whitish: this is in flower in the Autumn, 
Elm, Poplar, Hornbeam, Walnut and Plane 
trees and some of the Maples are included in 
the lists and we are of the opinion that wind~ 
borne pollen from the lane tree may have 
caused much of the sneezing that some other 
plants have been blamed for in the past— 
Wats. 








March 16—In an “East of the Railway" 
garden this morning we saw many signs that 
Spring has really arrived. A large number of 
[Chinese Narcissus and yellow Crocus looked 
particularly charming ‘along the driveway 
Dlanted amongst the so-called Chinese “grass” 
(Liriope minor) which thrives under the shade 
of trees and which docs not grow too rank if 
trimmed. every Spring. Some people object to 
this plant; but it is most useful in the garden 
for it does thrive in places where other grasses 
will not grow and if we do not like to see 
bare places in our gardens, we have to plant 
it or lay paving stones: these are rather ox- 
pensive at present and too much “crazy” pav- 
ing Jn the garden is not attractive unless we 
can grow plenty of dwarf plants between the 
stones -and. we cannot do that under trees. 
Banks of violets were to be seen in the garden 
planted under creeping roses and they are be- 
coming more colourful dally whilst double 
[daisies appeared quite attractive against a 
background of the fresh foliage of the hardy 
‘annuals, There is a fairly large group of 
the flowering Quince (Chaexomeles japonica) 
‘on a mound close to the house, just commenc- 
ing to bloom. These plants are highly decora- 
tive and although they may be termed “tem. 
peramental,” they generally give a good display 
if they are planted ina position ‘where they 
get suMelent sun to ripen their wood during 
the ‘growing season. Old plants donot like 
transplanting, however. ‘The Yulan tree 
Gtagnolia denudata) was in flower and there 
were 2 few groups of that fine combination 
“Temple of Heaven” and Daffodils to be seen: 
near the steps leading to the front door were 
a few polyanthus plants blooming among the 











violets while the Cedar in-the eentre of the 
carriage turn was protecting charming little 
crocus blooms with iis overhanging branches. 
[Around the “turn” were numerous Camellias 
in flower, thus single red camellia may not pro- 
Jduee “such beautiful flowers as the double 
forms, but it is more ‘hardy, and after’ the 
shrubs have become established they aremore 
attractive in the garden; there must have been 
Jhundreds of ‘blooms on the shrubs we saw. In 
the vegetable garden we saw proparations belng 
made “for the Spring erops and. the young 
master busy making his own plots. Tt ss nice 
{0 see the younger generation taking an ae- 
five interest in gardening. The Uitte chap was
